On Friday, Sept. 15, 
members of the Region B 
Alabama Drug  Enforce- 
ment Task Force along with 
law enforcement person-

Office executed a search 
warrant in the 100 Block 
of Sconiers Street in Enter- 
prise, Ala. 

Coffee County Sheriff 
Scott Byrd said the search 
warrant was the culmination 
of an extensive investiga- 
tion that revolved around 
the trafficking and distribu- 
tion of illegal narcotics in 
the Enterprise area. The 
search warrant yielded ap- 
proximately 1,650 grams of 
marijuana, 119 grams of co- 
caine, 131 grams of kratom, 
and 5 grams of oxycodone. 
Seven firearms and approxi- 
mately $16,000 U.S. cur- 
rency was also seized.

Report ae rainfall totals down 


The Choctawhatchee, Pea 
and Yellow River Watershed 
Management Authority 
reports that rainfall in Elba 
was down slightly during 
August by about a half inch, 
compared with last year, but 
year-to-date it is up almost 
ten inches at 43.69 inches. 

The Ariton rainfall totals 
were down in August by a 
full inch but also showed 
an increased rainfall for 
the first eight months of 
the year. The Big Creek, 
Lowry Mill and Folsom 
Bridge gauges show annu- 


al increases of three to six 
inches also, in spite of an 
August drop off from the 
previous year. 

The Enterprise rain for 
August was recorded at 
a fraction inch higher in 
August and showed sev- 
eral inches increase for the 
year-to-date over last year 
at 42.84 inches. 

Overall, the total rainfall 
in the seven-county district 
was up about five inches 
over last year with an aver- 
age of 40.12 inches com- 
pared with 35.46 last year.

She will fill 
the unexpired term vacated 
by Sowell. Her term will 
expire May 2025.

The Elba Board of 
Education held two required 
public hearings last week 
for the presentation of the 
Fiscal Year 2024 budget, 
and following the second 
hearing, the board voted to 
approve the budget. 

According to the budget, 
the school system projects 
an enrollment during the 
fiscal year of around 660 
student systemwide, with 
the majority at the elemen- 
tary school. Total revenues 
for the year are anticipat- 
ed to be $8,334,125 while 
expenditures are expected 
to be $7,886,787. 

Chief Financial Officer 
Valiece McKelvy noted 
the school system’s pro- 
jected beginning balance 
on Oct. 1, 2023 would be 
$2,126,455.14, and the pro- 
jected ending balance on 
Sept. 30, 2024 would be 
$2,573 793.14. 

Also, during the meeting, 
the board voted to approve 
the hire of Jamala Moore to 
fill a teacher aide position 
at the elementary school. 

Superintendent Chris 
Moseley said Moore cur- 
rently is a teacher in 
Daleville. He said she will 
be retiring and then would 
come to Elba to fill this 
teacher’s aide spot with her 
Start date at Elba to most 
likely be Oct. Ist. 

“We are very excited for 
this hire,” Moseley said. 
“She is a very experienced 
teacher that will be helping 
here with intervention at the 
teacher’s aide level.”

Connect Your Passion to God’s Purpose 


We are a few weeks into football season, but it has only 
just started to feel like it. Nothing gets me more ready to 
cheer for my team with a bowl of rotel cheese dip and 
smelling meat on the grill like that first low 80s day feeling 
the slightest chill in the air as a breeze picks up. 

Based on the culture of South Alabama, I am sure many 
of you, like me, enjoy football. For the sake of the article 
though, if football isn’t something you are passionate 
about, I am sure you know what is. If not, ask your spouse, 
children, or friends. They can point out what you are most 
passionate about. 

Passionate is an adjective described as showing or 
caused by strong feelings or a strong belief. If it is football, 
your passion is quickly spotted the moment a poor call 
is made during a game. A local business leader recently 
shared the following with me.

One of the viruses carried 
by certain types of mosqui- 
toes causes Eastern Equine 
Encephalitis (EEE). Even 
though it is rare, the EEE 
virus can cause severe ill- 
ness and death. No vaccine 
and no specific treatments 
are available for EEE. Two

A larvicide is a type of 
insecticide used to control 
mosquitoes indoors and 
outdoors around homes. 


Larvicides work by killing - 


mosquito larvae before they 
can grow into adults. When 
used according to product 
label instructions, larvi- 
cides do not harm people, 
pets, or the environment. 
Municipalities control mos- 
quitoes through spraying 
and placement of larvicide 
briquettes in areas with 
standing water. 

A new flyer has been 
created which emphasizes 
education about prevention 
and self-protection. This 
flyer has been placed on 
the ADPH website and dis- 
tributed to local boards of 
education. Local hospitals 
and medical offices have 
also been reminded about 
the importance of reporting 
diseases spread by mosqui- 
toes. 

Mosquito repellents are 
particularly needed at the 
dawn and dusk hours, and 
municipal mosquito control 
spraying is needed to pre- 
vent new hatches. 

To avoid mosquito bites: 

* Use insect repellents. 

* Wear long sleeves and 
long pants when possible. 

¢ Wear  loose-fitting, 


‘light-colored clothes. 

* Treat clothing with 
repellents. 

* Use air conditioning or 
screens on windows and

Your Home 
Tip ‘n Toss— 

Mosquitoes tend to lay 
eggs near standing water.

These include tires, buck- 
ets, planters, toys, pools, 
birdbaths, or trash contain- 
ers. 

* Tightly cover buckets, 
cisterns, and rain barrels.

* If you have a septic 
tank, repair cracks or gaps.

¢ If a body of water is

* It cannot be covered or 
dumped out.

*** The Elba Tigers traveled to Brantley \ast week 
looking to make a statement to the other teams in the 
region and did just that as they rolled to a 48-0 region win 
over their biggest 1A rival. Elba missed out on a couple 
of chances to blow the game open in the first half due to a 
late penalty flag that nullified a long touchdown run and a 
fumble deep on Brantley’s end of the field, but came back 
after the halftime break and scored three touchdowns in 
the third quarter to take the fight out of the Bulldogs and 
seal the win. The Elba offense rolled up over 400 yards on 
the ground and had two runners go over the century mark, 
while the defense bent at times, but never broke and came 
up with three big turnovers that kept Brantley from finding 
its way into the endzone. I talked with some Brantley fans 
before the game and while they admitted the Bulldogs 
were not as good as in years past and Elba would probably 
win, I don’t think any of them ever thought the Tigers 
would leave the field with a 48-point win.

Tigers blank Bulldogs 48-0

The Elba Tigers pulled out to a 20-0 halftime lead and 
then blew the game open with a 21-point third quarter 
explosion in a dominating 48-0 region win over the 
Brantley Bulldogs, Friday night at David Lowery Stadium. 

Elba received the game’s opening kickoff and despite 
25 yards in penalties went 52 yards in six plays to grab an 
early lead, Alvin Henderson rushed for 66 yards on four 
carries and scored the Tiger touchdown on a I-yard run, 
and after Alex Wisecup kicked the extra-point, Elba was 
on top 7-0 with 8:28 remaining in the first quarter. 

Brantley traveled by air on its initial series and quickly 
moved downfield to reach a first down at the Elba 
25-yardline. Jon Harper Kilcrease completed 6 of 7 passes 
for 37 yards on the drive, but the Bulldogs came up one- 
yard short on a fourth down completion and handed the 
ball back to the Tigers at the Elba 14-yardline. 

Elba was forced to punt after an apparent 52-yard scoring 
dash by Alvin Henderson was wiped out by a penalty flag, 
but regained possession at its own 32-yardline after a 
Brantley punt and covered the 68 yards to the endzone 
in just three plays, with Cayden Adkins scoring the 
touchdown on a 49-yard gallop. The extra-point attempt 
sailed wide, but with 10:54 left in the half Elba was on 
top 13-0. 

Brantley saw an apparent 41-yard pass completion 
from Kilcrease to Daylan Davis that carried to the Elba 
l-yardline erased by a penalty flag on the Bulldogs 
ensuing possession, and after a;punt the two region rivals 
swapped turnovers on the games next two series with 
Brantley’s Treshaun Brooks recovering an Elba fumble at 
the Bulldog 22-yardline and Elba’s Cameron Gray picking 
off a Brantley pass near midfield. 

Elba cashed in the turnover as the Tigers went 60 yards 
in six plays to add to their lead. Alvin Henderson rushed 
for 42 yards on four carries and capped the drive with a 
14-yard scoring scamper, while Wisecup tacked on the 
extra-point to put Elba in front 20-0 with 1:45 left in the 
half. 

Brantley got a break with only seconds remaining in the 
half when Elba fumbled a punt at the Tiger 11-yardline. 
However, four straight passes failed to find their target and 
at the half Elba went in with a 20-0 advantage. 

Elba recovered a fumble near midfield on the second 
play of the third quarter and cashed in the turnover as the 
Tigers went 60 yards in four plays, with Alvin Henderson 
getting the call on all four plays and scoring the touchdown 
on a l-yard run. Wisecup’s extra-point was true as Elba 
upped its lead to 27-0 with 9:31 remaining in the quarter.

The Zion Chapel Rebels sent a large homecoming 
crowd home happy with an exciting 22-20 region win over 
the Samson Tigers. 

Zion Chapel began its first possession of the game at its 
own 33-yardline and marched 67 yards in 12 plays on a 
scoring drive that ate up almost six minutes off the clock 
and carried into the second quarter. Mason Stuart was the 
workhorse of the drive as he rushed for 35 yards on seven 
carries, while Stuart surprised the Samson defense on a 
second down play at the Tiger 30-yatrdline when he lofted 
a touchdown toss to Weston Watson. The extra-point 
attempt failed, but with 11:51 left in the second quarter the 
Rebels were on top 6-0. 

Samson had a quick answer for the Zion Chapel score 
and put two touchdowns on the scoreboard in less than 
two minutes to grab a 14-6 lead with 6:56 still remaining 
in the quarter. Chase Ray hooked up with Tavares Johnson 
on touchdown tosses of 37 and 62 yards to bring the Tiger 
fans their feet, and Abraham Vazquez added both extra- 
points as Samson rallied to move ahead. 

Zion Chapel got back to work after falling behind and 
drove 79 yards in seven plays to cut into the Samson 
advantage. Mason Stuart rushed for 24 yards on four 
carries to lead the-Rebels down the field, while a 47-yard 
pass from Stuart to Jackson Adcock was a key play in

the long scoring drive. The score came on a 2-yard run 
by Stuart, and while the extra-point try failed, the Rebels 
were within 14-12 with 2:41 left in the half. 

The Rebels caught the Tigers at 14-14 with 17-seconds 
left in the third quarter when Samson was charged with 
a safety after a holding penalty in the endzone, and Zion 
Chapel promptly took the ensuing free kick and went 36 
yards in five plays to regain the lead. Mason Stuart rushed 
for 33 yards on four carries to move the Rebels into the 
shadows of the goal post, while Jerimah Stinson scored 
the touchdown on a 3-yard run. Micah Fuller ran in the 
two-point conversion, and with 10:31 left in the fourth 
quarter the Rebels owned a 22-14 lead. 

Samson turned back a Rebel scoring threat midway 
through the quarter to keep its comeback hopes alive, and 
pulled within two-points with 1:14 left on the clock when 
Brodey Mixon tossed a 14-yard touchdown pass to Kelin 
Hornsby to cap an 86-yard scoring drive. A two-point pass 
missed its target; however, and the Rebels were able to run 
out the clock to preserve the wild 22-20 homecoming win. 

Mason Stuart rushed for 190 yards and 1 touchdown on 
31 carries and completed 5 of 10 passes for 113 yards and 
1 td to spark the Zion Chapel offense, while Micah Fuller 
rushed for 54 yards on 10 carries. 

Brodey Mixon rushed for 93 yards and 1 touchdown on 
17 carries and completed 2 passes for 35 yards and 1 td to 
lead Samson, while Chase Ray completed 8 of 15 passes 
for 171 yards and 1 td.
